If You Are Interested 
In Natural Gas 
Read This 


Two enterprising young men paid a 
visit to Raymond today and brought 
what might be called good news. 

Some time ago the citizens of this 
fair town were sorrowed to hear from 
the Gas Co. that there was no hope 
for a natural gas pipeline into town. 
It would not be financially feasible at 
this time. They can pipe the stuff 
clear across the continent and over 
the mountains but it would not be 
advisable to bring it to Raymond. 

The glad tidings brought by E. M. 
Rasmussen and Bruce Nicholson of 
Calgary that if there were enough 
people interested enough and want 
natural gas bad enough they can have 
it — maybe. The two investment 
councillors told the few citizens as- 
sembled at the Town Hall that the 
best, the quickest and by far the cheap 
est way to get gas into town was to 
drill for it. The combined geo-physical 
surveys and the present producing 
gas wells surrounding us make a 
strong argument for the affirmative 
on the question of whether gas is here 
or-not. Mr. Rasmussen, who spent his 
youth in this district, said that in his 
opinion a producing gas well was al- 
most a certainty in this area, 

To drill a gas well costs money — 
lots of it — and the plan submitted 
today was that a company be formed 
locally for the raising of this money 
to finance the operation, If sufficient 
funds were not available in the im- 
mediate district shares could be sold 
elsewhere. The company head-quarters 
would be located here and the presi- 
dent and secretary-treasurer would be 
local shareholders, The details of or- 
ganization and other legal matters 
would be looked after by Mr. Ras- 
mussen and his partner who would be 
paid for their labors and services with 
shares in the company plus a nominal 
amount of cash, 

These men have the connections in 
Calgary to carry out these plans but 
the co-operation of all citizens of this 
district is needed before anything defi- 
nite can be done, Anyone holding the 
mineral rights on their property in the 
surrounding district is asked to leave 
details of location and acreage with 
Warren Jones at the Town Office. 

The question of natural gas for Ray- 
mond is a question of vital importance 
to each and every one of us and the 


matter should receive a great deal of’ 


discusion, We would like to suggest 
that every club in town use the time 
of one of their next meetings to give 
the matter careful consideration and 
then make your wants and wishes 
known.

Your Government 
By Andy Snaddon 


The Canadian Parliament and the 
British parliament maintain a perm- 
anent record of proceedings, called 
Hansard. Shorthand reporters write 
down everything that is said, and 
these reports are later printed for 
distribution, 

Alberta’s legislature maintains no 
such record. It has been suggested 
that it should before, and during this 
session J. Harper Prowse, Liberal 
leader, and Elmer Roper, CCF leader, 
moved that some form of record be 
kept. Their motion enjoyed the en: 
dorsation of the Alberta division of 
the Canadian Weekly Newspapers. 

The motion was lost, although a few 
government supporters voted in favor 
of it. Mr. Prowse and Mr, Harper sug- 
gested that recordings of major de- 
bates, mechanically, might be tried If 
it fas felt a Hansard type of record 
could not be justified. They observed, 


quite rightly, that press reports, by 
their very hature, tended to stress 
highlights. They also argued that a 


permanent record would assist mem- 
bers and would also be of value to per 
sons interested in full coverage of de- 
bates of particular interest to them. 
For instance, let us say, an editor of a 
weekly paper was interested in some 
debate of a purely local issue. He 
could refer to the legislative record 
for full details on what was said, but 
which would not likely be available 
in any other way. Further, he, or any 
interested party could count on the 
report beipg purely a straight report 
of proceedings, leaving them abso- 
lutely free to reach their own conclu: 
sions on the merit.

A total of $1,661,255 has been bud- 
geted for the free Blood Transfusion 
Service, now operating in whole or in 
part of eight provinces, and planned 
to open in Saskatchewan this year.

YOUR GOVERNMENT 
(Continued from page 1) 

Premier E. C. Manning replied for 
the government. He said consideration 
had been given to the idea but it had 
been rejected because the government 
felt that mechanical recordings were 
not adequate. To hire court reporters 
and to pay printing costs of a Han- 
sard report would be more expensive 
than the demand for such ‘a service 
justified. He noted that a great deal 
of trivial and inconsequential material 
would have to be recorded and it 
would be of value to no one. 


Government members voting for the 
motion were: F, C. Colborne, Calgary; 
Peter Chaba, Redwater; Wm, Tomyn, 
Willingdon; J. W. Beaudry, St. Paul; 
H. E. DeBolt, Spirit’ River; Norman 
Willmore, Edson; O. B. Moore, Ponoka 
Opposition supporters included Mr. 
Roper, Mr. Prowse, A. J. E. Liessemer 
and Hugh John MacDonald of Calgary, 
Arthur Wray, BanffCochrane, A. V. 
Bourcier, Lac Ste. Anne. The govern- 
ment vote against totalled 33. 


Alberta's coal industry received sup- 
port from the legislature. A motion 
was introduced by William Kovach, 
Pincher Creek, and Norman Willmore, 
Edson, asking that the federal govern- 
ment refrain from the proposed policy 
of lifting a subvention paid per ton 
of coal shipped to the Ontario market. 


These members noted that the pre- 
Sent rate of $8.40 a ton would be 
stopped April 1 and an additional $2.35 
added then plus another $2.35 a ton in 
a year, making a total of $13.10. This 
would have the effect of making Al- 
berta coal non-competitive because of 
price on the Ontario market. For de- 
fence reasons alone, a part of the 
Ontario market should be retained, 
otherwise many Alberta mines would 
close and would not be available in an 
emergency. They also emphasized the 
serious effect on persons who made 
their living mining coal. 


Premier Manning, in joining in the 
general agreement with the proposed 
plea to the federal government told 
the legislature that the government 
was co-operating with Alberta coal op- 
erators against the lifting of the sub- 
vention paid on coal shipments. He 
also announced that J. J. Frawley, 
cabinet, counsel who had done an ‘‘out 
standing” job on the province's freight 
freight rate submissions tothe Royal 
Commission on freight rates, would 
leave for Ottawa to present the pro- 
vince’s views on why coal should be 
protected to the board of transport 
commissioners, 


With very little objection the legis- 
lature gave final approval to the 
$94,000,000 budget at the night sitting 
two weeks after the budget was intro- 
duced, Every item of expenditure is 


considered by the members before the 
whole budget is passed.
